“Some  problems  in  the  control  of  the  apple  scab  fungus  Venturia  inaequalis .” 

Third  and  fourth  year  students  in  Biology  spent  two  weeks  in  field  work  immediately 
preceding  the  opening  of  the  current  term,  under  the  supervision  of  staff  members  of 
the  departments  of  Botany  and  Zoology.
